Unofficial opinion in the French cap­ 
ital is that the event w ill not take 
place before Saturday, and possibly 
not until Monday.

No Choice Made. 


The Germ ans thus far have given 
no intim ation as to what men are to 
be the choice of the Hauer govern­ 
ment. 
Unofficial advices Indicate that 
the cabinet is experiencing difficulty 
in finding men who are w illing to take 
upon their shoulders the duty of ac­ 
knowledging G erm any’s utter defeat 
In the w ar and her unqualified acqui­ 
escence to the terms of the victors.
